"In connection with 'tbie advance a

ure relieved by the story giving an 
account of tiie heroic stand nwde by 
the decimat«»d battaliona ontU their 
latrt caFtridgcs were gone. 

The Tiriti.sli was mcm?nitarily s!:.; 
by General Wihltc's use of the word 
capitulate" in- his first telegram, but 
now th*t It Is known that the Glou 
ceeters and Fusiliers fought against 
overwhelming odds and uplield the 
best traditions of the Britlah army, the 
tension haa been reUsTcd stnoe there 
is no longer ground to drr^ad that the 
loss of life and men was ac . ompanied 
by (l'« honor. 

The detail* show the caitaatrophe in 
a brlitfiter aspect. The full battalions 
were not engaged, and therefore, the 
Hat of prisoners is materially reduced 
wtiile the disaster now appEara to 
have been not so much the conaequence 
of dafects In tdi« plan of aoMon aa to a 
misfortune whereby the column was 
d-stJrlved of its ammunition. Still It 
seems incomprehensible wfcy the plight 
of the luckless column waa not known 
at headQuarters. aa ttie acene of the 
surrender was only about thre? miles 
northwest of ladysmith and Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Carlton must ■have ex- 
pected relief to reach him or. Instead 
of aMemv^ng to occupy a defensive 
position, he would 'have retraced his 
steps to Ladysmith when Ixe suffered 
the lose of hie ammunition. 

Anairt flrom General Wlxite'e state- 
ment that the losses are very numer- 
ous, there is nc^hlns to Indicate the 
extent of them. 

The condvdlng senftenee of QoBeral 
VVlilte'a relative to the safety of lady- 
smith was received here with a certain 
reserve in view of the fact th«rt similar 
official assurances were given recent' y 
at Dundee and Oleneoe, and there is 
Intense anxiety for further news of the 
reported renewed attack which is not 
mention in the official dispatches.

Chicago. Nov. 1.— "Dr." John Alex 
ander Dowle waa rescued from his Oak 
Park church, Marion and I^ike ^trtcts, 
at 2:4B a. m. by a sergeant and 20 po 
licemen from the Weat Lake street 
station. He had been a pidaonar In <iiia 
building during the night. 

Chief Klpley ordered hia men out 
wheu word came that the "doilor" 
was kei;>t a prisoner by a mob that de 
fled the efforta of the Oloero police. 
Fearing they would attack the place 
the city police were rushed to the sub- 
Url) in a patrol wagon. 

When the dty police arrived "Dr, 
Dowle and nearly 400 of his followers 
emerged from tha hall led by the 
ZIon Guards." 

"Dr." Dowie's meeting waa one of the 
moet tumultuous he held. His "Zion 
Guard" waa peKed wlih eggs and 

stones, windows in the building were 
broken and his followers were severely 
beaten by the crowd. For hours Chief 
Waliena and 12 of the Cicero police 
force struggled in vain to keep order. 
They drove the crowd away from the 
building a short distance, but could not 
scattf r it. Two hundred men remained 
close by, declaring they would not go 
till Dowle appeared. 

The trouble started at 7:30 o'clock 
when "l>r." Dowle entered the churc."!. 
It continued without intermission all 
night, although after midnight the 
crowd contented itaelf with keeping up 
passive siege. 

The police scattered the crowd, but 
200 men gather close to the chu.rch 
which was closely watched by scouts. 
This waa kept up for houra. Once the 

crowd set fire to a load of hay. The 
blaze was extinguished by the flre de- 
partment.

He, received a surprising tribute of the 
esteem in which he is he>id by a great 
many people In a kind of a triumphal 
march through several down-town 
streets, a great reception at the Amer- 
ican line pier whaca he waait on hoard 
the St. Louis, and a s<>ries of infanmil 
receptions from thousands of peopla. 
He also received word of the prossa- 
tation of the loving cup which will bt 
reedy by Christmas for him. 

€Ur Thomaa and a tew friends left 
the Fifth Avenue hotel at 8:30 a. m. 
to go to the Astor house to meet the 
loving cup committee. \Vh -n the As- 
tor house was reached the Eighth reg- 
fmant band was in waiting wMh aome 
of the membera of the loving cup 
committee and the band played as the 
carriages were driven up in front of 
the hotel. The party remained but a 
few mlnutea at the hotel. The band, 

followed by the carriages, ^bartsd oS 
down Hroadway playing a lively air. 

All th(> way to the American lien pier 
Sir Thomas Lipton got a reception that 
suftirised him. People lined up oh the 
sidewalks and cheered him and many 
rushed out to shake hands with Sir 
Thomas as his carriage slowly pa.sst>d. 
At Washington market a lot of market 
men in their working clothea stopped 
the carrla2;e making Sir Thomas sliake 
hands with them. He was soon sur- 
roundied by 'longshoremen, street 
sweepcM and vendors, and Sir Thomaa 
amlled as be ahook hands right and 
left. 

Sir Thomas and his party ascended 
to the second floor of the American 
line pier, where a platform had been 
erected. The long floor had been dec- 
orated with l>aiiiiurs and bunting and 
a large crowd tiad assembled, among 
them beinc many women. On the 
platform was a floral repreaentation 
of the Shatnrcck with hull of Immor- 
tilcs and sails of white silk. The sea 
was made of white and yellow cbry- 
santhemuma and red roaes. Tha ves- 
sel was four feet long. At the nutst- 
heed floated 'the flag of the Royal Ul- 
ster Yacbt club. 

Presented a Loving Cup. 
WQien Sir Thomas and the others had 
ascended the platform, ex-Mayor Wil- 
liam L. Strong, chairman of the lov- 
ing cup committee, signalled for si- 
lence and John M. Beach, one of tha 
oommitteemen, formally advised Sir 
Tliomas of the loviiii; cup that is to be 
presented to Ixim, adding tliat he and 
every one else tru.it ed tliat .Sir Thomas 
would soon return. Sir Thomaa waa 
cheered a half doxen timea before he 
was allowed t<i reply, when he said: 

"It is Impossible for me to convey 
at once my feelings this moment. 
Thla extraordinary reception that I 
have received baa gone to my heart. 
The great kindness shown me here 
has endeared the American people to 
me and I am proud to be held in auoh 
esteem by you. 

"I will always cheriab the cup which 
Is to follow me and I will prize it, I 
assure you, much more than I would 
the America's cup. 

"Aa you know. I came hare wMb de- 
■igna on one of your most valued pos- 
sessions. I (lid not accomplish my 
purpose. Uut I have been thoroughly 
compensated. It was a sqoars and fair 
race and I waa squarely and fairly 
licked. I could not have received 
kinder or more courteous treatment. 

"I am very sorry to be leaving yo«, 
but I alnosrely thank you for row 
kindness and goodness. 

Sir Thomas shook hands with all 
who could get near him and pushed his 
way to the gangplank and a great 
cheer arose aa he stepped on the plank. 

On board tho »t T>ouls a «nrprtae 
awaited Sir Thomaa, this being the 
presentation of a handsome loving cup 
by a conu&lttea reprcaenting the 
American guesta of Mr IViomaa on the 
yacht Elrln during the, yacht races. 

Sir Thomas Lipton. in accepting the 
cup, said: "I have tailed to win the 
cup, but X have won the good wishes 
and tha haurt ot tha American people, 
and I sbaU prlM that mora than tha 
cup."

Andibson, Ind., October 31.— The wire 
nail trust to-day closed its books covering* 
tbe third half year of iu existence. Naila 
which 'a year ago sold at fl.85 now bring 

$820, with the workers receiving less 
wages and employed a fewer number of 
days than in tbe preceding year. Reduc 
tiona in wagea of from 10 to 42 per oent 
as was the case in thia city and Cleve- 
land, Ohio, are among the most glaring 
evil eflects of the past year's regime in 
trust rule in thia indnatry, Small pro- 
duoera have bad their dooia dooad and 
men have become bankrupt along with 
the evil effects experienced by tbe work- 
men. The trust controls fourteen of the 
largest plants in the country. 

In no case has tbe wages of the work- 
ers been increased, while in all but four 
of tbe fourteen plants, there have been 
raductionat of which tbe moot sweeping 
were in the planta here and at Cleve- 
land. The men went out on a strike. 
They came near tying up all of the 
plants, but the trust, through tbe Fed- 
eral Coart in}nnctiona and a bitter strug- 
gle, effected a compromi?e with them on 
a basis of no more reductions and steady 
employment if they would return to 
work. 

After operating six weeks at this point, 
and hardly longer than that at Cleveland, 
in violation of all agreement, the truet 
shut down theae plants, it io chaiged 
holding the men oubieot to a day'a eall 
and compelling them to remain near the 
mills day after day, week after w(n l<, 
month after month, until they had be- 
come deotitote in many caoeo , and in 
some instances bad to seek other ave- 
nues of employment. The plants were 
then opened, and the truet then made its 
second move by changing the working 
system so that the workmen— so the 
men claim— cannot make as much, or, in 
eQect, another reduction, though triv- 
ial. 

While labor has been alEsoted in the 

trust factories by reductions many work* 
ers have been thrown out of employment 
by tbe trust closing the small concerns. 
Two ouiBh concern In Indiana, which op- 
erated steadily, paying good wages to 
about seventy-five men each, have been 
closed down and moved away.
